sheitaer, of the Cincinnati office of the 
same firm, deny the ntory. Mr. Shoe- 
maker said that there was no truth in 
the story that the Southern railway 
had bought the C. H. & D., and asksd 
to have It desUed in his naaa«. As 
stated above, however, in spite of this 
denial by Mr. Heinshelmer there was 
a reiteration of the story from an ex- 
cellent source. It must be noted, too, 
that the Enquirer .saya ithat J. P. 
Morgan or General Samuel Thomas 
bought the road, with chaaees in favor 
of Morgan. While Morgan controls 
the Southern railway it may^till be a 
fact that the Southern railway has not 
bought the C. H. & D-, but that Mor- 
gan has done it as J. P. Morgan & 
iCo.

On Holland island, 
in Chesapcalcs 


Bay, is the queerest town in the United 
"States. The ocean tides regulate the 
whole life of the place. At low tide 
the town is full of activity. Business, 
society functions and schools are then 
carried on. But when the flood tide 
sets ia all people and children scam- 
per for their huznes, regardless of the 
time of day or night. 


The ca-.ise of this peculiar arrange- 


ment is the fact that the town is grad- 
ually sinking under-the waters of the 
bay. 
Holland Island, which used to j 


be a body of land rising high above t 
the water, has sunk rapidly in the last i 
Jew years. 
Its principal streets ar? ] 


flooded at high tide. Only the houses ] 
on the high central ridge < 
island 


are above water. 


When high tide occur- . 
4 or- 5 


o'clock in the morning the affairs of 
the town go on much the same as in 
any other town. By G or 7 o'clock the 
water has receded from the streets, 
and the merchants opnn their stores. 
At i) o'clock the children go to school 
and the women go shopping. All are 
happy in ths thought that they can 
stay away from home till late in the 
alternoon. when the returning high 
tide is due. 


But when high tide occurs at mid- 


day all this Is changed. The .children 
must get up and go to school before 
light in the morning. 
Men hustle 


downtown to their stores at 3 or 4 
o'clock in the morning.anxious to do a 
part of a day's business before the 
tide comes in. Before noon they must 
close shop and go home till evening, 
when they can open up again at low 
tide. 


In spite of these inconveniences OUO 


people live on Holland Island. They 
arc mostly oystermcn and their fami- 
lies. Much money and labor have been 
expended by the property owners to 
combat the terrible action of the ;>wif't 
running tides, bill now all seems 
doomed to destruction.
